Business Taxes 
Are Due Uncle _ 
Sam this Month 


Forms for filing returns of spe- 
cial taxes upon business and occu- 
pations now available at offices of 
collectors of internal revenue and 
branch offices, These taxes are due 
July 1, and are held by the Buréau 
of Internal Revenue to be de- 
linguent unless paid on or before 
July 31. The list includes the tax
